PARK BOARD FOR APPLETON 
Systematic management and develop- 


ment of Appleton's growing park system 
is in a fair vray tovrard realization, as a 
result of the'common council's authoriza- 
tion of a committee to study -lie powers 
and duties of & park commission. 'When 
lAppleton had only a fevr parks it prob- 
ably ^as possible for the council to man- 
•ege them—but even then there vras a 
park board—but now the proper control 
of the city's rather extensive system re- 
quires more study and thought than the 
councHinen, -with, their other multifari- 
ous duties, can give. 


Appleton now lias an extensive amount 


of park land. Its big task now is to make 
the largest use of its recreation property. 
Honey available for park improvement 
and development necessarily will be lim- 
ited because of the other large expenses 
of city operation, therefor all the more 
reason for considering carefully every 
step in park management. 


Mayor Renter drew an apt parallel 


Trhen he cited the water department as an 
example of efficient management of a city 
property by a board of businessmen di- 
vorced from the council. 
The water 


commission has developed the utility to 
•a point where its efficiency is a matter of 
comment. There is no reason why a park 
commission, composed of men chosen for 
their fitness and their interest should not 
'do as well. 


''The danger that the park board might 


•use the authority given it by law to the 
detriment of the city as a whole, as ex- 
pressed by a member of the council, is 
vastly overestimated. Members, of the 
park board will be citizens whose inter- 
est in the welfare of Appleton and in 
keeping taxes down to reasonable limits is 
every bit as great as that of the most con- 
scientious alderman. There would be no 
greater danger in the park board than in 
the common council which is composed 
Of men in whom the voters have placed 
confidence, even as the council would in 
its park commissioners. Assurance of a 
wrell planned and well managed park sys- 
tem which everyone can enjoy far over- 
balances any dangers which a board of 
toark commissioners might entaiL 


McADOO OUT OP IT 


Having accepted the "call"'' of the Chi- 


cago conference Mr. McAdoo is being put 
to tie full test of his forensic ability to 
defend his candidacy for president. Be- 
tween the disclosures about his legal af- 
filiations and fees and the flank attacks 
of Senator Reed of Missouri, he is kept 
pretty well on the defensive. 
Mr. Me 


Adoo's sudden rise to distinction as a 
lawyer and the facility with which he 
commanded large fees, came as a rather 
midden disclosure of his many versatile 
qualities. 


The public is aware that eminent attor- 


neys are liberally paid, but it must appear 
that in Mr. McAdoo's case he was remun- 
erated for other than distinctively legal 
service. 
It is hardly likely had ho not 


been secretary of the treasury he would 
liave received a retainer of $150,000 
from Mr. Dohcny, with the possibility of 
the fee reaching upwards of .$000,000, 
for his legal attainments aJonc. It is ob- 
vious that ho wjis selected to represent the 
IDoho.ny interests in Mexico because of his 
knowledge of government procedure and 
lis familiarity with, tliconotliods by wkich 


concessions might bo handled and pro- 
tected. 


AYlhile we think Mr. McAdoo's connec- 


tion with Doheny, even though regular in 
form arid practice, disqualified him for 
the Democratic nomination, his employ- 
ment by the Republic Iron and Steel com- 
pany involves a departure from-ethical 
standards that makes his candidacy im- 
possible. In this case he or his firm ap- 
peared before the treasury department in 
behalf of lu's client on a question of tax. 
refund. 
So well did he discharge his du- 


ties that he obtained a reduction in the 
profits tax of the corporation of some <j>2,- 
000.000. 
"While the amount of his fee 


has not been repealed, it undoubtedly 
was large. 


It is notj however, so much the size of 


the fee he received, nor the magnitude of 
the sum of taxes involved, -that places 
him in an unfavorable 'light as the fact 
that a former head of the treasury depart- 
ment obtained a big reduction in taxes 
from a branch of the government over 
which he had but a short time previously 
presided. 
There are federal statutes 


which forbid officers or employes of tho 
government to act as counsel in prosecut- 
ing claims against the United States until 
after they have been out of office for at 
least two years. The law does not speci- 
fically refer to cabinet officers, and they 
may be excluded from its provision, but 
the intent of the law is clear and if it is 
a good rule for one" it is good ifor all. 
Certainly Mr. McAdoo is placed in a deli- 
cate position; not only in'relation to the 
law itself but to the ethics of his profes- 
sion. It will hardly be argued, we think, 
that Mr. McAdoo would have been cm- 
ployed by tho Republic Iron and Steel 
company in this capacity except for the 
fact that he had been secretary of the 
treasury, and was presumed to know how 
to get at these things" effectively and to 
obtain results. 


There is no desire to prejudice Mr. Me 


Adoo's candidacy, nor to place him in an 
unfavorable light, other than he is so 
placed by his own acts and admissions. 
To put it plainly, he has departed from 
the high traditions of the legal profession 
in lending his services to the purposes for 
which they were retained. No one will 
begrudge him the fees he received, but 
the propriety of his course is another mat- 
ter. 
Men in this country are not elect- 


ed to the presidency where such questions 
of propriety arise." Since it is obvious 
that Mr. AcAdoo has no chance of nom- 
ination or election, would it not be well 
for the Democrats to turn their attention 
to timber that is available? 
There is 


Senator Ralston, former Justice Clarke, 
Senator Walsh, and possibly Louis D. 
Brandeis, who is now a member of the su- 
preme court, all of whom enjoy public 
confidence, and any one of whom would 
make, under the circumstances, a far 
stronger candidate than Mr. McAdoo. It 
would be better for the party's prospects 
in the fall if the supporters of Mr. Me 
Adoo could be brought to see this, induce 
him to gracefully retire and concentrate 
their efforts upon a more logical candi- 
date.

mav possibly Imagine a wound behaves when you're

•\Vhen a puncture, cut, scratch, abrasion or other 


break of the. surface is followed after some hours 
or days by swelling, redness, perhaps throbbing pain, 
you may be fairly sure tbe wound has been infected 
usually through your own careless or unintelligent 
handling-. Germs of the type which produce inflam- 
mation and suppuration 
chiefly strains of strep- 


tococcus and staphylococcua—Have invaded the tis- 
sues through the wound. 
Perhaps you put the 


the wound yourself in some dirty olnt- 


carried them there -with, your 


inquisitive' fingers, or rubbed them in from, your 
unclean clothing or from dressings which were not 
sterilized 
If, besides the local discomfort, you feel 


somewhat chilly or feverish, as though coming 
down with so called "grippe," that is probably_ what 
doctors call septicemia and what laymen call acute 
blood poisoning." 
In time of septicemia prepare 


for the surgeon. But let's see what we can do for 
the merely local evidences of wound Infection such 
as I have described.

562,022 votes cast on the Bok peace plan 
490.549 -were in the affirmative and on- 
ly 71.473 in the negative. The returns 
were from every section of the country, 
and the results will not surprise those ob- 
servers who have been in contact with 
public opinion on the subject of interna- 
tional cooperation for peace. 


"We would not undertake to say that 


the Bok referendum means that the peo- 
ple who voted for it believe that the plan 
to which the prize award was given is 
the only practical plan, or-indeed even 
the best. "Without doubt many who vot- 
ed had not read the plan in detail. 
"We 


think the significance of the poll is indi- 
rect rather than direct. In otb.er words, 
the public was not so much interested in 
the Bok plan as such as it was in the 
broad proposition of organized peace. It 
certainly is to be regarded as an expres- 
sion in favor of cooperation by the Unit- 
ed States •with other nations for the abol- 
ishment of war, and in this sense, we be- 
lieve, representative of public opinion 
throughout the country.

significant, development in the busl 
ness life of the American city of to- 
day is the increasing importance the 
district trading areas. 


This development is the natural rc- 


_sult of the present 
trend 
of city 


growth,and already has had marked 
effect on many lines of business. 


Until comparatively 
recent times, 


the American city consisted of a main 
trading 
center, 
into 
which 
were 


crowded the retail shopping district 
the department stores, the hotels, 
theatres, the banks, with ^he whofe- 
sale bnsiness district lying:' close by. 


This plan likely would still be fol'* 


lowed, bJt the growth of population 
continued until transportation facil- 
ities and traffic capacity of the streets 
reached their saturation point. Then

There is still a main down 
town section, but most of the wants 
of the people living in the several dis- 
tricts can be supplied in their own 
smaller business center. 


I see the same change coming in 


automobile merchandising and serv- 
icing. Already, in some of our cities, 
the day has passed when a single 
building, no matter how 'large, lo- 
cat*d In the congested area, can serve 
all the owners of the car it represents. 
Traffic conditions and lack of parking 
space alone prevent it In these cities, 
the owner is turning to the dealer in 
his own district, both for buying and 
for service. 
He flnds the 
"small 


dealer" more 
accessible, 
physically. 


and possibly more approachable otn. 
erwise—-for the same reason that the 
neighborhood grocer finds the branch 
bank better suited to his needs than 
the 
greit 
down 
town 
financial 


houses. 
" The natural result is already appar- 
ent in the growth of these district 
dealers. 
The dealer on "automobile 


row" is still the greatest factor in the 
city, but''the district dealers, com- 
bined, may have to their credit, a 
greater total of sales in the year. 


Undoubtedly, these dealers are go- 


ing to be a greater factor in motor 
car merchandising from year to year, 
and the company that is to fortunate 
as to have able representation in. each 
of the newly developed business cen- 
ters of the cities will meet with sue-
